* the assembled multitudes that-they finally nominated Garfield 
himself. 
His speech was a marvelous appeal, but the very 
* 
character of Sherman forbade enthusiasm for him and all the 
fervor aroused by Garfield was directed towards Garfield. 
N For the longest time the Sherman lieutenants believed that 
Garfield had double-crossed his chief, but a careful reading 
of his oration convinces one that he said everything for Sher­ 
man that could have been said, 
v 
It w as in a speech nominating Grover Cleveland back in 
1884 that Dan Lockwood of New York invented the famous 
sentence, “We love him for the enemies he has made." 
The 
f rest of Lockwood's speech is forgotten and he himself is un­ 
known save for his one famous sentence. Following Lockwood 
. and seconding the nomination of Cleveland, General Bragg 
J; of Wisconsin referred to the men who affected to speak, for 
labor in the convention as those whose “labor has been per­ 
formed on the crank of the machine in the studies of a mid­ 
night conclave^" 
Other speeches that rang through the nation when first 
delivered but which are now almost forgotten are those of 
Bourke Cochran at Chicago in 1892, Wolcott of Colorado at 
Minneapolis in 1892, Vest of Missouri in 1896, Martin Little­ 
ton of Newr York in 1904. 
But the most famous speech ever 
made in a national convention was the cross of gold speech o 
of Bryan at Chicago in 1896. This speech can not be included jo 
among the ones already mentioned for it was not a nomina-lS 
ting speech. 
But it set up a new sign board by the way of 
. history and the effect of it is felt today in the remotest cross­ 
roads settlement of the United States. Judged by a rhetorician 
it would be pronounced highly colored piffle. Judged by a cool 
brained logician it would be considered execrable.
